Pennsylvania tomato 
growers have a good chance of 
surpassing the all-time high aver­ 
age of 12.5 tons per acre attained 
in 1958. 
This is the prospect at the begin­ 
ning of harvest as tomatoes from 
the state’s approximately 15,000 
acres are starting to move to 
processors and to the fresh m ar­ 
ket. 
With receiving stations open in 
three 
counties, 
tom atoes 
from 
part of the state's acreage are 
being processed 
at the C. 
H 
Musselman Company's Biglerville 
plant 
which 
opened 
Thursday. 
Receiving stations are located at 
Millersville, Lancaster County and 
i Red Lion. York County, as well as 
at the Biglerville plant. 
Tomatoes are purchased under 
federal-state inspection with each 
load being graded at the receiving 
stations 
Pack Tomato Juice 
The principal product in the 
Musselman operation is tomato 
juice packed in a variety of can 
sizes with tom ato puree as the 
by-product. Started with a one- 
shift 
operation, 
full 
production 
will be attained later in the month 
with the addition of a second shift. 
In line with the trend toward 
early bearing varieties, the pro­ 
cessing season is starting earlier 
than in former years and sub­ 
sequently peak season is expected 
toward the end of August or early 
September. 
This 
reduces 
the 
danger of exposure to late Sep­ 
tem ber frosts and cool weather 
which adversely affect color and 
quality. 
Tomatoes continue to be one of 
Pennsylvania’s 
most 
important 
crops Paving been unusually suc­ 
cessful in 1958 when the state 
ranked third in the nation in acre­ 
age with a total tonnage of 243.800 
and an estimated total income of 
$7,899,000 or about $405 per acre.

Tomato Growers’ Club as a result 
of a yield of 20 or more Ions per 
acre.

BLASTED AREA

when a truck load of explosives 
blew up like a bomb, were sealed 
off by the National Guard today 
while searchers sought more vic­ 
tims.

New Radar Will Spy Across 
Ocean, Detect Nuclear Tests

WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 
radar device to spy across oceans 
and give a quick report on ballis­ 
tic missile launchings is being de­ 
veloped. the U.S. Navy says. 
The radar also could be used as 
one m eans of uncovering sneak 
tests of nuclear weapons in viola­ 
tion of any international agree­ 
ment. 
Dr. W’illiam J Thaler of the Of­ 
fice of Naval Research and "fa­ 
ther” of the new radar setup 
called Project Tepee, said Fri­ 
day night;

This would mean that the Unit­ 
ed States would have almost 30

His project would put two men 
and a woman in an experimental 
laboratory here on earth. It would 
simulate conditions on the moon.
